ca<*h high school pupil. 


The highest cost of educating a 
pupil was in 
Richland 
township, 
which averaged $96.89 for the grade 
pupils, with no expenditure for the 
high school, on account of the town­ 
ship not having a high school. 
Two reasons are assigned for the 
school costs being so much lower 
in Rushville city. One is on account 
of the greater number of pupils to 
a school room, which lessened 
the 
ratio, and on account of the fact 
that the city schools do not have to 
pay transportation for the pupils. 
The item of transportation is 
a 
costly matter in figuring up the per 
capita cost of educating a boy or 
girl, and in rural 
schools 
this is 
necessary under a state law.

Near 7 Per cent of Marriages

P aris, Dei*. 
7— The 
number 
of 


divorces in France has increased by 
nearly twenty percent since the war. 
Statistics just compiled fo r the first 
year after the war show more than 
19,000 divorces, or nearly seven per 


cent o f the total marriages. 
Owing to the steadily decreasing 
birth-rate 
the increase o f divorces 
constitutes 
a serious problem 
in 
connection with Hie future defense of 
the nation. 


M adamoiselle Helene M iropolsky, 
one of the few women lawyers prac­ 
ticing in the French courts, said: 
“Aside from the moral causes that 
influence the conduct 
of men and 
women, 
the 
econom ic 
revolution

Such is (lie opinion of Doctor Al­ 
bert Kane, an authority on chem­ 
icals 
and a student of the use of 
chemicals iii war. 
Dr. Kane points out that at pre- 
stmt there is no known method of 
determining or limiting the ability of

“ The Great W ar h as demonstrated

factor of which the power cannot 
ie measured. How can nations con­ 
ceive disarmament effectively 
when 
one of Hie important factors is un­ 
measurable? Nobody can now know 
tin* limits of the influence of chem­ 
istry and aviation on the future war­ 
fare.”

oratories in peace time under

The memorial, unveiled in the ex­ 
amination hall of tile Pharm aceuti­ 
cal Society, is to Lieut-Colonel E. 
F. Harrison, inventor o f

respirator or gas 
mask 
of 
which 
over 20,OHO,OOO were m anufactured 
for British and American soldiers, 
and which almost any soldier 
who 
has seen active service 
will 
say 
saved his life. 
At the outbreak ol the w ar Lieut.- 
Colonel Harrison was a civ ism , a 
distinguished chemist with three de­ 
grees. He made several 
u n s u c c e s s ­ 
ful attem pts to enlist, but in 1015, at 
the age of 47, managed to get into 
the Sportsmen’s Battalion as a p ri­ 
vate. His entrance 
into 
the 
army 
synchronized with the first German 
gas attack at Ypres, and lie v as im­ 
mediately transferred to the special 
branch of the Royal Engineers. 
He 
quickly became a leader among the 
band ot chemists who made up the 
anti-gas department. 
A fter many experiments he per­ 
fected the box-respirator, rendering 
the wearer immune from fumes of 
any known poison gas. He received 
rapid promotion, and finally became 
Controller of Chemical Welfare. He 
died in November 1018, ju st at a r ­

W hile on tile ground the novel ma­ 
chine is to all appearances an or­ 
dinary automobile with wings fold­ 
ed along Hie sides of tile ear. 
W ithin twenty minutes the inven­ 
tor and pilot transformed it into an 
airplane and immediately took 
off 
and made a successful flight at over 
one hundred miles per hour.

landing the plane was retransformed 
into an automobile and drove away 
to the Exhibition Hall. 


The auto-plane is propelled by a 
three hundred horse power Hispano- 
Suiza motor.

MAKE INROADS ON 


CHINA'S TRADE 


Germany Makes Strides Over United 
States and England in Some 
Districts in Orient 


ROAD PROJECTS 
ARE ABOUT DONE 


With One 
Exception, 
All Highway 
Contracts Let in 1919 Will be 
Finished Soon 


PUT MONEY IN PROJECTS 
80 MILES OF PAVEMENT BUILT 


Finance is Believed to be Chief Rea­ 
son Why They Manage to Hold 
China’s Trade 


Half Mile of Unpaved Highway 
on 
Range Line Road Near Kokomo 
to be Completed in Spring 


By CABL D. CBOAT 
(U. P. Staff C o r re sp o n d en t) 


Washington, Dee. 7 — German in­ 


dustry, reaching out into every cor­ 
ner of the earth for trade, is making 


big inroads in China. 
Chinese representatives here said 


today that the way things are now 
heading Germany will out trace Fug 
land and America unless the latter 
nations watch out. In some districts, 
where, for instance, 
big American 
interests, 
including Standard Oil, 
have been the pioneers, Germany is 
now 
passing 
the American trade 
records as well as the Fmglish. 
German 
accommodation 
to 
the 
economic methods and customs of 
the country with whom it deals 
is 
credited by the Chinese as the reason 
, for Germany's 
fast-growing 
trade 
1 there. 
China 
has never cherished 
very violent feelings about Germany, 
though she aligned with the Allies in 
the world war. 
Hence, Germany is 
not finding it particularly difficult to 
re-establish herself since conclusion 
of the Chinese-German trade treaty 
last summer. 
The Germans 
are putting money 
into 
Chinese 
companies, 
readily 
agreeing that the Chinese can have 
the majority holdings— and, in some 
eases, 
even 
advancing 
money 
to 
Chinese 
interests so the latter can 
finance their 51 per cent of a con­ 
cern. 
Then again, 
the 
Germans 
have 
waived the rights of “extra territor­ 
iality.” 
That means that a German 
stands on the same basis as a Chin­ 
ese. 
Under extra territoriality, an 
American, for instance, could not he 
arrested by Chinese authorities, hut 
instead only by American authorities 
on Chinese complaint. Again, an Am­ 
erican could only trade in tile 
so 
called ‘treaty 
ports' 
whereas 
the 
Germans have waived the extra ter­ 
ritorial right can go ahead and trade 
where he chooses. 
These instances, above cited, are 
a part of the German 
system 
of 
adapting their methods to the for 
eign methods. And, the result is that 
Germany 
is fast getting a hold in 
China. 
Of course, 
the element of cheap

CHRISTMAS

Indianapolis, Ind., Dec. 7. 
With 
the single exception of one project, 
all contracts let in 1919 for state 
highway construction and carried on 
until this year 
will 
he completed 
within the next few days. 
This means that during the season 
of 1921 the state highway depart­ 
ment has constructed approximately 
eighty miles of pavement of the con­ 
crete and bituminous type. 
The half a mile section of unpavet 
highway which is on the Bange Line 
road south of Kokomo will he put 
into shape for use this winter ani 
as soon as weather conditions per 
mil will he completed 
early 
next 
spring. 
This is the way Lawrence Lyons 
director of the state highway com­ 
mission, summed up the work ot his 
construction department today. 
Mr. Lyons said there are no 
ap­ 
proximately 3500 miles in the Ind­ 
iana highway system. It is very pro­ 
bable that additional mileage will he 
token into the system during 1922. 
Of the present mileage system 
one 
fifth or about 700 miles are of the 
hard surface type. 
The state high­ 
way department 
since its inception 
has 
constructed 
in all about 132 
miles of hard surface roads, eighty 
miles of which were built in 1921. 
The commission in contemplating 
letting contracts for the construction 
of from IOO to 125 miles of highway 
principally of the hard surface type, 
proposals for which will he opened 
sometime after January. 
On this proposed new construction 
OO miles are on the National 
road 
with prospects in Vigo, Clay, Put­ 
nam, Hendricks, Hancock and Henry 
counties.
